And  in  the  time  of  the  repeating 
the  aforelaid  W ords ,  Super  a- 
gros ,  &c.  the  Clerk  of  the  Clofet 
lhall  kneel  before  the  King,  ha¬ 
ving  the  Sick  Perlbn  upon  the 
Right  Hand  ^  and  the  Sick  Per¬ 
fon  {hall  likewife  kneel  before  the 
King:  And  then  the  King  fliall 
lay  His  Hand  upon  the  Sore  of 
the  Sick  Perfon. 

This  done,  the  Chaplain  lhall  make 
an  end  of  the  Gofpel  ;  and  in  the 
mean  time  the  Chirurgeon  fhall
